It is desirable to have 
the rate as low as possible, but at the same 
time it must be high enough so the bankers 
will not hesitate to take the warrants at par. 

** Next year’s income of the Drainage Board 
will amount to about $3,600,000,” said 
Commissioner, Eckhart yesterday. “If the 
work is. to continue without interruption 
some method of anticipating at least a por- 
tion of that must be found.

Bristol, R. I., Aug. 23.—The many reports 
which have been printed regarding the con- 
dition of the yacht Defender were answered 
this afternoon by John B. Herreshoff. He 
not only denied emphatically there was any 
truth in the reports, but declared the boat 
had more than met the highest expectations 
of its builders. 

“There is nothing the matter with Defend- 
er and there never has been any serious 
trouble with it,“ said Mr. Herreshoff. The 
reports that its hull has been wrenched 
either on the ways or in running aground 
or in any of the trial spins or races are un- 
qualifiedly without foundation. The break- 
ing of the first spar and many of the slight 
aceidents were unavoidable and were not un- 
expected in a new boat. The breaking of 
the gaff was the only serious accident that 
has occurred. Last Tuesday in the race it 
became apparent the mast stepped after the 
previous accident was scarcely strong 
enough for the new rigging, and especially 
in the weather that prevailed, and in order 
to prevent any possible accident Defender 
withdrew from the race and was brought 
back to Bristol in order that it might be 
thoroughly overhauled and have everything 
done that could be done to anticipate any 
future accident, especially after it should be 
rigged with its steel boom and gaff. As soon 
as the new mast is put in position the steel 
boom will be put on and Defender will then 
be ready to protect the America cup.”’

MORRIS MOTHERS LIKE THE BIG BELL 


Law Is a New One There, but It Is Eu- 
forced and Fully Approved. 

Morris, Minn., Aug. 21.—[Special Corre. 
spondence,|—‘‘An ordinance forbidding 
children under the age of 16 years to be 
abroad upon the streets, alleys, and public 
grounds in the Village of Morris between the 
hours of 9 o’clock p. m. and 6 o’clock a. m. 
unaccompanied by parent, guardian, or em- 
ployer, except by express permission or direc- 
tion of said parent, guardian, or employer. 

The foregoing ordinance was passed by the 
Council of the City of Morris, May 17, 1895, 
by a unanfmous vote, at a special meeting. 
The ordinance went into force at its passage, 
and has been strictly enforced ever since. 

Both parents and children have taken kind- 
ly to it, and no trouble has been caused in its 
enforcement, although it is practically con- 
ceded by almost every one, and even by the 
Council itself, that if it was tested it would be 
declared unconstitutional. 

first night it went into force, and every 
night since, as soon as the fire bell tapped the 
hour of 9 the children under 16 years of age 
scamper for their homes. There has not been 
a single arrest since its passage, and not the 
least occasion for one. The parents are only 
too glad to have their children kept off the 
streets, and they sanction the enforcement of 
the law. - 

It is admitted to be a great benefit, as it 
keeps all children of tender age away from 
the allurements of the streets and salouns 
after dark. The law is not so strictly en- 
forced in the resident portion of town as 
it is on the business streets. It is said the 
main object of the law is to keep young boys 
away from the tough element of the town, 
which freqnents the business portion rather 
than the resident streets. 

The law was duly considered and thorough- 
ly investigated as to its effect upon both par- 
ents and children in neighboring towns be- 
fore it was passed here. The same sentiment 
was expressed from those towns as here, and 
all concede it is a Diessing tO many a mother. 


ONE BOY IS CAUGHT AT NORTHFIELD. 


He Is on His Way Home from Church 
When Curfew Rings. 

Northfield, Minn., Aug. 21.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. ] -In May the City Council of 
Northfield deemed it advisable to enact an 
ordinance whereby children under the age of 
16 years were compelled to be at home be- 
fore the hour of 9 o’clock in the evening. 
The city police were directed and empowered 
for the first violation of this law to take the 
child home to its parents and acquaint them 
with the law and penalty for a second viola- 
tion, which was to lock them up in the city 
jail and fine the parents $3. 

The ordinance, which was published in the 
city papers, provided tnat the police should 
each night at 9 o’clock toll. the bell in the 
City Hall nine strokes, and thus inform the 
children that the hour was at hand when they 
were expected to be at home. In accordance 
with the provisions of the ordinance the cur- 
few bell been promptly rung every night 


since, : 

The children have paid marked attention to 
the alarm, and during three months that 
it has been in force only one violation has 
been reported, and that was the case ofa 
boy 12 years old who 
turning from church alone, 
was excused by the police. While almost 
every one in the eity is in sympathy with the 
ordinance there are citizens who maintain 
that a duty is be devolved on the munici- 
pality which rightly belongs to the parents. 

After a fair trial the curfew ordinance is 
considered a good thing for Northfield and 
the children of the town. Every letter of the 
ordinance is being enforced and no children 
can be seen playing on the streets after the 
hour which they are expected to be in the

BELL RINGS AND THEY ALL GO HOME, 


Curfew Is Voted a Success All Around Out 
in Aberdeen. 

Aberdeen, S. D., Aug. 21.—|Special Corre- 
spondence,|—The curfew law has now been 
in force here since spring and citizens are 
satisfied with it. There have been no prose- 
cutions under the law, as it is practically self. 
enforcing. 

In case of excursions, parties, or any worthy 
public entertainment calculated to please aad 
profit the children the Mayor,takes opportu- 
nity to formally grant permission to the chil- 
dren to attend beyond the hour of 9 o’clock.

The pay-rol!l gives the salary 
of every person employed by the city from 
the Mayor to the day laborers. As issued the 
pay - roll gives the total expenditures of each 
office, but not of each department, nor of the 
city entire.

THE WALLER CASE. 

In ,the matter of the arrest and imprison- 
ment of ex-Consul John L. Waller of Mada- 
gascar by the French there is a general 
feeling on the part of the American people 
that the State Department has temporized 
long €nough and that its policy needs a 
strong infusion of James G. Blaine's healthy 
and bracing jingo tonic. If it does not act 
soon it will have to bear the stigma of being 
cowardly, if not pusillanimous. No other 
civilized nation would allow one of its peo- 
ple to be treated as Mr. Waller has been 
without promptly demanding to know the 
reason why, and if the reason proved to be 
insufficient demanding due reparation with 
equal promptness. 

There is nothing to show that Mr. Waller 
has been guilty of violating French law in 
Madagascar. So far as that is concerned 
it is not yet apparent that French law is su- 
preme in the island, and until such time Mr. 
Waller's allegiance is due to the native gov- 
ernment. The French occupy but a portion 
of the island, while they are trying to seize 
the rest of it by force of arms, which they 
have not yet effected, however, thanks to 
the desperate courage of the Hovas and their 
heroic Queen and the devastating ravages 
of epidemics peculiar to that region. Mr, 
Waller himself has stoutly denied any viola- 
tion of — law and has shown by letters 
that his dealings with the Hovas were purely 
of a business nature, that he was corre- 
sponding with business parties instead of 
with enemies of France, and upon a matter, 
as he says, with which France has nothing 
to do, nor does it relate to or concern the 
French Government in any particular what- 
ever.“ 

In the face of his own protestations this 
American citizen is arrested by the French 
military authorities. He is allowed neither 
counsel nor the opportunity to appeal to his 
own government, although ‘he is one of its 
ex-officials. He was tried with court-mar- 
tial haste, sentenced to twenty years’ im- 
prisonment, and is now in the penitentiary 


with broken health as one of the results of 


his harsh treatment. His-family has been 


property has been confiscated. Meanwhile 
the most that this government has done is 
to instruct its Minister at Paris to request 
permission to inspect the record of the pro- 
ceedings which led up to Mr. Waller’s con- 
viction. This request the French Govern- 
ment has ignored persistently, actuated ap- 
parently either by indifference to the re- 
quest or by the knowledge that the official 
records will show that Mr. Waller has been 
most unjustly punished. 

It is time now to stop throwing grass and 
to pick up something heavier. It is time to 
demand that this record shall be produced 
without any further diplomatic delays and 
to demand it in a manner which will be 
understood. The plea of ordinary justice 
and humanity to an individual, if not the 
considerations of national respect and honor, 
is of sufficient seriousness to induce Mr. 
Cleveland to omit scup fishing for a few 
days and Secretary Olney to abandon the 
fatiguing pleasures of tennis, and the two to 
put their heads together and see what is to 
be done. Mr. Olney is said to be somewhat 

of a jingo. Perhaps he is waiting upon the 

preliminary motions of the President, who 
is not rapid in his ways. The latter is 
said to be an obstinate man when his mind 
is made up. It would seem that it does not 
need a long consultation of these two of- 
ficials to inspire a message of instructions

IMMIGRANT ILLITERACY. 

A remarkable change has occurred during 
the last quarter of u century in the character 
of immigration to the United States. In 
1869 the number of immigrants coming from 
the United Kingdom, France, Germany, and 
Scandinavia was about one hundred times 
the number of those who came from Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, Russia, and Poland. In 
1894 the two groups contributed nearly equal 
numbers. to the population of the Unſted 
States. The great difference in the elements 
which are essential to good citizenship may 
be inferred from the following figures: In 
1892. from February to October inclusive, 
‘the number of illiterates in each one hundred 
immigrants from the countries in the last 


named group was, Austria-Hungary 28, 


Russia 20, Poland 56, Italy 66. For the last

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TRAVEL BY ELECTRICITY. 

It is reported from Néw York that some 
capitalists there think of building electric 
lines between the large cities at the East. 
They have under consideration the construc- 
tion of a new line between Jersey City and 
Philadelphia and then the probable building 
of one from Philadelphia to Baltimore, this 
perhaps to be followed by another connect- 
ing Baltimore with Washington. If that be 
done with an acceptable result the next step 
will be to construct a line between New 
York and Boston, and following this will 
come the building of lines between any two 
cities in this country which seem to offer 
paying business. 

The idea is to run single cars at short time 
intervals and at a high speed. For the line 
between New York and Philadelphia it is 
thought there may be sufficient business 
for intervals of about five minutes each 
way. This, with a speed of a hundred miles 
per hour, would allow the cars to be ten 
miles apart, reducing to a minimum the 
danger of collision. The connection between 
Jersey City and trolley lines in the suburbs 
of Philadelphia would oceupy not more than 
fifty minutes, enabling a passenger to make 
the trip between the two great cities in 
about an hour, and it is thought that many 
people would be willing to pay higher rates 
for this great saving of time than those now 
paid for rail transportation. It is possible 
that the patronage ultimately would be so 
great as to make the business a paying one 
at less rates than those charged for travel- 
ing the distance today. In regard to the 
danger from increased speed it is said the 
Westinghouse people have in hand plans by 
which it may be possible to develop an 
automatic brake that will serve to check 
the speed of a car automatically when there 
is a block ahead. It is not forgotten that 
collision at a speed of a hundred miles or 
more per hour would mean annihilation, but 
the possibilities of this would be rendered 
remote by the arrangements cantemplated, 
and about as much injury to life and limb 
would result fron? collision at a speed of 
sixty miles as from one occurring under 
nearly double that rate. 

If these projects are carried out they will 
be little more than extensions of the trolley 
system now in operation between many 
points that are several miles asunder in or 
near the big cities. The great question is 
how far the electric power can be trans- 
mitted economically along copper wires and 
used for purposes of propulsion, taking 
into account the inequality of demands upon 
the source of supply due to difference in the 
total weight to be moved from it at a stated 
time. The latter point is one which hitherto 
has not received much attention in the 
papers that have discussed electric traction 
on a large scale, though it is kept in mind 
by experts. It is evident that an enormous 
loss of effective power would result from 
great irregularity in the quantity of force 
called for from the wires connected with any 
one set of dynamos, and it is this considera- 
tion that hitherto has limited electric trac- 
tion to the comparatively short lines on 
which nearly the same number of cars are 
moving continuously. A radical departure 
from observance of this essential to economy 
in the use of the trolley perhaps might be 
met by the employment of the accumulator 
or storage battery, which gives out power 
as wanted but with the present disadvant- 
age of a great percentage of loss in the 
double transformation. If these difficulties 
can be overcome electric force may be used 
with great benefit för freight transporta- 
tion as well as for passenger travel.. 

THE ATLANTA AWARD SYSTEM. 

The Atlanta Exposition managers have 
been fortunate in securing the services of 
President Gilman of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity as Chief of the Bureau of Awards. 
He has already developed his scheme and 
calls it the Atlanta system,” and it is one 
of which Atlanta may be proud. He is con- 
fident that the American people will ap- 
prove of it and that it will serve to stimulate 
the exhibiters to make the highest degree of 
effort and develop a competition which will 
add greatly. to the success of the fair. A 
brief statement of the features of his scheme 
will show that there are good grounds for 
his confidence. 

President Gilman’s first step was to in- 
vite recognized experts in every depałtment 
of labor, industrial, artistic, or otherwise, to 
sor ve as judges, and with scarcely an excep- 
tion those invited have accepted. This will 
insure careful, intelligent, and honest decis- 
ions upon the merit of exhibits, both theo- 
retically and practically. This important 
result attained, President Gilman evolved 
his scheme. It recognizes four degrees of 
excelleace in exhibits. The lowest will be 
that of honorable mention. The next in- 
| cludes original design and superior work- 
manship, and for these qualities a bronze 
medal will be awarded. The third degree 
includes a notable achievement in any art or 
industry, and this will be recognized with a 
silver medal. The highest award, a gold 
medal, will be made for exhibits which not 
only display the qualities already mentioned 
but have a distinct relation to the nation’s 
progress, for example, inventions of far- 
reaching significance, public works of wide- 
spread influence, new and noteworthy edu- 
cational establishments, improvements in 
the production of staple articles, advances 
in the art of transportation, and contribu- 
tions to the enjoyments of Hite, such as 
parks, museums, etc.”

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AN ECCENTRIGITY OF SYMPATHY. 

An interesting and instructive book could 
be made by collecting some of the eccen- 
tricities of The author would 
have little difficulty in procuring an abun- 
dance of material. Every day the news- 
papers are full of it, We read that women 
bearing flowers crowd the death watch in 
the prison corridors and weep around some 
brutish murderer until they get hungry, and 
then go homeward with hearts hardened to 
the pitiful appeal of the wayside beggar. 
We hear of people frenzied by grief over the 
sufferings of missionaries in China and deaf 
to the wailing cries of the slaves of poverty 
and disease beside them. We see men of 
wealth wrung from childish hands in reek- 
ing, poisonous tenements compromising 
with conscience by contributing to the sup- 
port of an orphan asylum. We learn of 
some childless widow with more money than 
she knows what to do with allowing an 
invalid nephew to be haunted by starva- 
tion while she spends a fortune upon Bibles 
fer the benighted heathen of the Congo 
country. 

One of the most striking of these eccen- 
tricities is due to a Woman named Mrs. May- 
brick.

The table shows an increase of 84 million 
dollars in these few articles selected from 
the general list of imports. The amount 
imported in 1894-’'95 was nearly double that 
for the corresponding time twelve months 
earlier, and these are far from being the 
only articles which show the great disad- 
vantage arising under Democratic tariff re- 
form.’’

But the people of California may depend 
upon it that if it be once known they are 
practicing ‘a policy of exelusion as a result 
of personal influence or otherwise they will 
find that more than “two can play at the 
game,” and probably will discover that they 
have made a huge mistake in trying to iso- 
late themselves in one direction but not in 
the other. It would be a bad thing for the 
fruit-growers and winemakers of California 
to discover that they had cut off all but the 
California market for their products. 


ROTTEN MEAT AND ROTTEN GOVERN- 
MENT. . 


And now comes Butcher Evafis of Dun- 
ning and says he rejected Contractor Keck's 
meat Thursday last because it was tainted. 
Keck says his meat was not tainted and that 
Evans threw it out because he has not been 
“seen” enough. Evans retorts that Keck is 


sore because his money has been accepted 


and then his rotten meat is rejected. There 
appears to be a radical difference of opinion 
between Butcher Evans and Contractor 
Keck on the subject of the meat if not of the 
‘money. 

Also comes Contractor Honig and says 
that Butcher Evans made him a Sunday call 
and said about $25 will do me and I'll take 
care of you’’; that he delivered a load of 
meat without paying the $25 and Meat In- 
spector Krotter made him take it back again.

Also comes John Irwin, meat dealer, who 
has no contract, and says that a prdposi- 
tion“ was made to him by a Dunning official 
in regard to supplies, and that he knows con- 
tractors who are losing on their contracts 
offset their losses by reducing the quantity 
and quality of their goods. . 

If Prosecuting Attorney Jake Kern, who 
is now violating the game laws of a Far 
Western State by hunting in the Shoshone 
country several hundred miles from any 
postoffice or telegraph station, only knew of 
this he would probably hurry home and call 
for a special grand jury to ascertain what 
officials have been calling upon contractors 
and asking to be “fixed” and what contract- 
ors have been flxing' them, It is not likely, 
however, that the Prosecuting-Attorney will 
give up hunting fresh elks and come home 
to hunt for rotten veal.

Tue board of engineers appointed to ascer- 
tain what effect the flow in the drainage 
channel will have upon the level of the water 
in the lakes has reported to Washington. 
The finding is mot formally stated, but it 
is understood the board computes that the 
canal will lower the level of Lake Michigan 
about six inches and Lake Huron to the 
same extent. That is one-tenth of a foot in

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AUGUST TRADE GOOD. : 


SOMEWHAT LARGE SHRINKAGE DUE | 


TO JULY INFLATION. 


Some Industries Doing Better Than Ever 
Before and the Prospect for Fall Trade 
Good in Others=More Depends on 
Crops Than Speculators Are Willing to 
Admit=Industrial Troubles Much Less 
Threatening=Price of Wheat Warrants 
Heavier Exportations Thah Were Made. 


New York, Aug. 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade, which issues tom or- 
row, will say: 

The volume of business Ane as is 
natural in August, and the shrinkage seems 
rather larger than usual, because. transactions 
in July were somewhat inflated for that 
month, Some industries are doing more 
than ever before in August and the prospect 
for fall trade is good in. others, although 
much depends on the crops, and the outcome 
is less clear than speculators on either side 
are disposed to admit. Industrial troubles 
have not entirely ceased, but during the last 
week have become much less threatening. 

The price of wheat has fallen 3% cents dur- 
ing the week, recovering-a fraction Thursday, 
in spite of all efforts to hold back supplies 
from farms and to encourage buying. Wheat 
ought to go abroad freely at present prices, 
but Atlantic exports, flour included, have 
been only 1,352,602 bushels for the week, 
against 2,694,764 last year, and for four 
weeks only 4,348,632 bushels, against 10, 
037,447 last year. Impressive stories of short 
crops abroad have little we 


of such a record, and abstention of 


foreign purchases proves more effective than 


the withholding of wheat by Western farmers. 
Naturally the 57-cent wheat of the Pacific 
coast still goes forward freely in piace of the 
Atlantic supplies. Corn has also deciined 4 
cents, while pork and lard, with accustomed 
inconsistency, rise a shade as zorn declines, 
Cotton bas advanced a fraction without any 
definite change in crop prospects, and us 
usual the immense volume of stocks carried 
over in mills and commercial] hands here and 
abroad, about 3,000,000 bales American, is 
by most traders not appreciated. 

It is a relief to turn to the great iron indus- 
try, in which the enormous ordert placed 
some weeks or months ago caused a phenom- 
nal activity for the season. In irou, notwith-

1 increased, heavy purchases by 
— eading companies have advanced the 
price of mer cents, and a new combi- 
nation has raised galvanized barbed wire to 
$1.80, while combinations are being ort 
in wire rods and common wire, and an ad- 
vance in prices is expected. Other prices are 
unchanged, and the new orders for iron and 
steel products are not at present large. 

In cotton goods the demand is rather more 
active as the price of the raw material ad- 
vances, but otherwise the business has not 
materially changed, and the quotation for 
print cloths is a shade lower this week. 

Sales of wool are again smaller than in 
1892, and for the month thus far have been 
16,847. 200 pounds, of which 9,121,300 
pounds were domestic, against 19,072,950 
last eet, 8 which 16,316,350 were domes- 
tic; and 23.361,400 in the same weeks of 
1802. of which 17,016,000 were domestic 
But the speculative buyers still hold prices 
stiffly, and are 5 by the strength in 
foreign markets. marked change appears 
in demand for woolen goods, but this is in- 
creasing apprehension shown by agents re- 
garding the extensive sales of foreign wool- 
ens.

asto Disarm Criticism of the Anti-Cor- 


set Crusade=Description of the Pattern 
That Gives Comfort and Proper Curves 


to the Body=Tight Lacing 18 Never-

I doubt very much it the very best French 
fitters fitany better than the very best Amer- 
ican ones, but the proper use and abuse of 
the corset are better understood in Paris, 
both by dressmaker and client, than in 
America, writes a Parisenne. The Amer- 
loan corsetmaker has not grasped the idea 
that hardly any two corsets should be exact~ 
ly alike, as no two figures are alike, and even 
when she makes “from measurement” she 
adheres to her patterns. In an American 
corset a trim figure is often insured by tight 
lacing, which flattens the back, presses up 
the hips, and gives that uncomfortable, 
short-waisted feeling that so many women 
complain of. While this process may make 
the waist smaller by measurement, it gains 
little or nothing in appearance. 

No French dressmaker ever permits tight 
lacing, and the French corset is made with 
that idea. The best corsetmakers have 
reached a degree of perfection in Paris today 
which should disarm criticism even from the 
survivors of the Dio Lewis anti-corset cru- 
sade. ä 
Short Corset Is Preferable. 

So often, while making my rounds at the 
different dressmaking establishments, I hear 
thé fitters complaining of the corsets worn 
by their American.clients and often asking 
permission to adjust madame’s lacing to 
their liking. In nine cases out of ten this 


means a loosening of the lacing or the tying | 


it in such a way that it permits the corset to 
spring out all that is possible over the hips. 
This led me to an interview with a well- 
known corsetmaker, and I was surprised at 
the combination of elegance and comfort 
that his garments promised. 

They are made, of course, in all sizes, but a 
short corset is preferable for almost every 
woman. On a stout woman it allows the 
bust to fall into its natural position, and a 
short corset does not necessarily mean a 
short-waisted corset if the waist line is 
properly defined and the hip pieces sprung 
enough to allow the corset to fall to the 
proper waist line. 

Most people who prefer to do without a 
corset emphasize the advantage of the nat- 
ural and beautiful curve in the back, which 
they imagine is lost in a corset. It is lost in 
a bad corset, but not in the corset I am de- 
scribing. This corset is laced to the waist 
line and the lacings carried around and 
fastened under two hooks in front. The 
corset springs very much at the waist line 
over the hips and in the back, and thereisa 
separate lacing in the back which fastens 
there with two hooks. The side seams and 
bones are wonderfully curved, but the front 
steel is perfectly straight. When this corset 
is fitted and laced properly a hand can be 
placed under the front steel to the waist 
line. The curve of the sides gives elegance 
of figure, but the corset may be worn com- 
fortably by a singer or the possessor of a 
healthy appetite. 


English Idea of the Corset. 

Every one does not like this straight line 
in front, but with the proper curves on the 
side it is the French idea of a modish“ fig- 
ure; and it certainly has the advantage of 
good sense. No one can afford to press the 
waist in. It is dangerous to the health and 
must increase the size of the abdomen. 

The English idea of a corset is a very long, 
slim waist, the longer the better, and their 
fitters strive to get that effect above every- 
thing else. It may suit the typical English 
figure in its youth, but it is very bad ona 
short, plump figure. I have seen an American 
girl almost in tears at an English tailor’s 
of the first class because the fitter insisted 
upon making her waist an inch below its 
natural line. She had the good sense to 
know that it would make her rather short 
limbs appear even shorter, and that she 
would lose an apparent inch in height as 
well as the pretty, plump curves of her 
waist and hips. 

A French dressmaker would never have 
made such a mistake. She would have kept 
the natural waist line and dispoged of the 
fullness of the hips on the sides and in the 
hack. Above all, if the corset was a proper 
fit, it would not press in the curve in the 
back of the waist. In front the curves on 
the sides under the bust would be as sharp 
as was consistent with comfort. 


Hetty Green in the Role of Farmer. 

Up in Vermont there is a very beautiful 
country place where Mrs. Hetty Green goes 
every summer with her husband and her 
daughter. She is there now, and were you 
to meet-her any day walking along the road 
with a pail of berries or coming in from 
the gardens with a basket of tomatoes you 
would judge her to be the happy wife of a 
well-to-do farmer. 

“I'm here,“ says the wealthy Mrs. Hetty,

Eight 
awards were her share at the Columbian 
Exposition.

Her hours are long, her wages rare- 
ly over $8 a month, and with no gas, fur- 
nace heat, dumb-waiters, stationary bath, 
and few carpet-sweepers in the houses 
where she serves, her labors are rather on 
the dray-horse order. 

When her day’s work is over or her free 
afternoons come around, and her thoughts 
lightly turn to the joys of a stroll in the 
park, a bus ride, or a junket up the river 
in the natural, wholesome recreation of 
masculine society, she does not sit at her 
attic window and sulk in loneliness. She 
does her hair in a trim and frizzed bang, 
arrays herself in all the fascinating variety 
of incongruous color in which the English- 
woman of every class revels, and, sailing 
to the nearest barracks, hires a soldier to 
take her on an airing. 

Mary Anne has found an occupation for 
Tommy Atkins in days of peace, and on the 
payment of a sixpence he is her property 
for an hour. He must attend her in all the 
glory of scarlet coat, brass buttons, jaunty 
muffin cap, cotton gloves, and little var- 
nished cane, giving her his arm as they walk 
down Piccadilly, and otherwise show her full 
sixpence worth of courtesies and gallant at- 
tentions. They divide the expense of bus 
fares and ginger ale treats, and from the 
array of manly. wit and beauty offered in the 
average barracks yard, Mary Anne is keen 
to select the tallest of England's defenders, 
the one with the straightest legs, broadest 
shoulders, and deepest chest. 

Recognizing his own beauty, the attractive 
grandeur of his swagger, and the premium 
put on his coat and profession, Tommy is 
wometimes apt to overestimate his value.

Mme. van Rensselaer’s mem- 
ory was duly honored in Holland on the oc- 
casion of the thimble bicentennial. In pre- 
senting his useful gift Van Benschoten 
begged Mme. van Rensselaer to accept 
this new covering for the protection of her 
diligent fingers as a token of his esteem.” 

It was not until 1605, just 200 years 
that the thimble was introdu into - 
gland by a Hollander named John Lofting; 
who opened a thimble manufactory at Isling- 
ton.—Harper’s Bazar.
